a few evenings since, of members of the 
Temperance Society; at which the new plan 
of the pious leaders in that woaderiully be- 
nevolent institution was developed. it was 
neither more nor Jess than to alter and new- 
model the limiis of these socicties, so as to 
bave them coextensive with our Senatayial 
Districts. This may be well enough and 
proper for aught we know; but there seems 
to us a little squinting in the complexion of 
the business. Temperance will be admit- 
ted by all an excellent thing, and we should 
sincerely rejoice to see it universally pre- 
vail and be practised by all. Yet we can 
see nO necessary connexion between the 
limits ofa Temperance Society and a Sens 
torial District, unless the unbounded bef€- 
volence of the clerical leaders and thet ob- 
sequious satellites should lead them, mask- 
ed to kindly interfere and bring weit whole 
force to bear on some pliant eandidate for 
Senator. If these be their v#€ws,—and we 
can see no other,—we hope the electors 





will duly appreciate this interference, and 















not come in course again shortly, it may be’

understand, that Church and State are not 
wedded in this District.” 


Similar arrangements will no doubt be 
made throughout the country. , 

What have we all along told the people 
of this Temperance scheme? Even this ve- 
ry thing.

DR. COOPER. 


This veteran has been tried before the 
trustees of South Carolina College, aad ac- 
quitted. There were three specified char- 
ges against the Doctor, from which we ex- 
tract the following :— 


To these charges Dr. Cooper has replied, 
by the following defence. 

The President of the college, to the char- 
ges preferred agaiost him by the commit- 
tee of the Board of Trustees, replies as fol- 
jows:— 

To the first and second charges, which 
are substantially the same, he saith. 

That he has a right, under the Constitu- 
tion of Sauth Carolina, to profess, and to 
publish any Opinion whatever, on any sud- 
ject, religious or other. 

Besides the inviolability of the freedom of 
the press, the perfect freedom, not only of 
religious belief, but of religious profession, 
is gurranteed, by that constitution, to all 
mankind, forever. No exception is made 
of any possible case. Your Judges, Re- 
presentatives,. and Trasices, may be Jew, 
Turk, or Pagan. No exception is made, of 
any possible case, either present, or in pros- 
pect. Nor is there any clause io the Con- 
stitution, by which the Presidest can be ex- 
cluded from the benefits of this supreme law 
ofthe land. The charges made against him 
are exclusively of a religious description, 
and therefore unconstitutional, and not cog- 
nizable by this Board. On this ground, Dr. 
Cooper objects to all investigation of the 
charges against him, saving the great aud 
material inquiry, ‘Has the College, in 
point of fact, flourished or declined, under 
his administration?” 

That he has never published any animad- 
versions ou the religious opinions of any man 
or body of men, in his character of President 
of that College. 

That no man ought to be held answerable 
for any offence taken at his religious opin- 
ions, by another man, every man has a right, 
by the Constitution, to profess before the 
public, his own religious tencts, when they 
are urged, without personal reflectious on 
any individual. ‘The tenets ofa Jew wiil 
be offensive to a Christian; of a Baptist, to 
a Protestant; of a Socinian to a Calvanist.— 
But which of these sects has an exclusive 
right to be offended at the other? ‘The com- 
mittee SEEM, at least, to think that this apt- 
ness to take offence is a religious right, ap- 
pertainig toa majority of the community ?— 
How far is this system of mutual hatred to 
extend? Or where it is to end? Or what 
right has the committee to impute this most 
unchristian intolerance to the parents of the 
young men at college? 

That he has no possibility nor opportuni- 
ty of knowing, beforehand, what discussions 


are not likely to be offensive or unpopular | 


among the parents of the students,into whose 
religious tenets he has no means of enquir- 
ing, nor any right or business to enquire — 
This can only be judged of by the results of 
public discussion. Dr. Cooper takes no of 
fence at any religious tenets opposed to his 
own, and sees no reason for the exercise, 
by others, of such unchristian intolerance 
towards him. He feels incapable of exer- 
cising it, and will not impute it, without 
cause, to others. 

That conjectural or presumed unpopulari- 
tv is nota sufficient reason why a learned 
man should not submit his thoughts to the 
public; inasmuch as all received opinions 
were once novel, and most of them unpopu- 


‘lar, in various degrees, when first propos- 


That it is not true that Dr. Cooper’s op- 
inions, referred to in the publications ascrib- 
ed to him (whether properly or improperiy) 
by the committee, are, in fact, unpopular, in 
the common meaning of the term. They 
may be unpopular with some persons, aud 
popular with othess, as the probability is; 
aud he calls on the committee to state dis- 
tinctly, what they meansy unpopularity — 
which of these opinions ny object to, as 
unpopuiar, and why? and OO “rat evidence 
this supposed unpopularity 1s fOU-ted? 

That Dr. Cooper calls on the Conittee 
to exhibit their list or catalogue of unp_ 


lar opinions which the President of the 
College is required to avoid. None such 
were ever propounded to him by the Trus- 
tees. when he was elected President; and if 
any such had heen, they would have been 
promptly rejected by Dr. Cooper, as an im- 
proper interference with his constitutional 
rights. 

Dr. Cooper does not acknowledge the 
right of one party to a contract, to add 
clauses and conditions, at any time, at his 
own good will and pleasure, by which the 
opposite party shall be bound. Dr, Coop- 
er entered into no contract with the Trus- 
tees on being elected President, - to abstain 
from the public discussion of any question 
whatever. Dr, Cooper has no right, and 
claims none, of introducing either religious, 
or any other topics into his lecture, uncon- 
nected with the subject before him; nor has 
he ever done so.
